Eight of the number xvere charged 
with offenses inx-olving violation of 
liquor laxv, to xvhich they had entered 
pleas of guilty. Some of prisoners 
xvere represented by v-ounsel. 


William Shields was the first one 


called. He had plead guilty to two 
charges, one for operating a still at 
his home on Buford avenue and 
a 


month later he xvas caught operating 
a still at the home of Anthony Dear- 
dorff in Mummasburg. In mitigation 
of sentence. Wm. Hersh, Esq., called 
the Court's attention to the fact that 
defendant was the 
father of four 


daughters and tx\-o sons, and that he 
had borne a good character prex-ious 
to this offense and xvas 57 years of 
age. The fact that after his first of- 
rense he had gone to the home of 
Anthony Deardorff and xx-as caught 
in the second act xvas an aggravation 
of the offense. The explanation that 
whiskey had been prescribed for him 
by a physician in Waynesboro. xx-as 
not calculated to help the case, as 
the prescription had been gix-en fol- 
loxving at attack of the flu several 
years ago, and the Court doubted 
that he consumed a-! the liquor he 
made, as he had a four gallon still, 
which x\-as operated each xx-eek or so 
and not less than a gallon of xxrhiskey 
made each time.
